ties and armed citizens holding the Spruce Fork ridge, is 
apparently to be fought out until Federal troops arrive. 


Attacks are hourly reported and the miners are said 


to have lost thirty men who were killed in an attempt to 
rush a machine gun nest. Fifteen battle planes from 
Langley Field, Va., have been dispatched to the scene by 
the Federal government. 


The miners are prepared to welcome the arrival of 


f efieral troops. They consider they have won a victory 
it the government takes over the control of the southwest 
counties.

GENERAL BUSINESS 


CONDITIONS 


The general situation in business 


has changed little, with business in 
August quiet. The bad earning state- 
ments .'• of 'industrial companies 
and 


numerous dividend suspensions cre- 
ated a pessimistic, atmosphere in fin- 
ancial circles. The American Sugar 
Refining Company, with 30,000 stock- 
holders and a steady dividend record 
for thirty years, found it advisable in 
the face of conditions in the suga'r 
business to discontinue dividend dis- 
bursements. 
The balance sheet of the 


Central Leather Company for, June 30 
shows a profit and loss deficit of $6,-. 
040,896, which compares with a sur- 
plus on March 31,1920; of $30,640,498, 
a shrinkage of assets in 15 months of 
$36^81^394. .Instances like these in- 
dicate the .havoc that the fall of prices 
has wrought among the industrial 
companies. 'The common stock of the 
former company has sold-down from 
ia high of .118% last year to under 60 
last week, ;and <,the; common stock "of 
the .latter^-from 104% last year to 
.22%. If the.farmers who think they 
are the only sufferers from falling 


of manufacturing and trading com- 
panies they would be less unhappy 
about their .own.-There has been mis- 
ery enough to go all around. 


The weakness of the whole list of 


stocks, notwithstanding the relaxation 
rf credit .conditions, has been indica- 
tive of little confidence in early busi- 
icss revival.. The bond market last 
'iionth was not so buoyant, as in; July, 
jut showed good strength. 


The d<=rriand for new money is light. 


While the boom was on and the ten- 
lency of prices was upward, money 
was in constantly increasing demand, 
for no matter what profits Mi-rowers. 
Wiade nobody wanted to use any of 
them for so uninteresting ,a purpose 
as paying debts.

Bank clearings have been running 


about 26 per cent.-.below''those of a 
year ago, which in view of. the fall or 
pries is a .remarkably 'good showjng. 
^Railway traffic has been helped by the 


big grain movement, but car-loadings 
are about 20 per cent, below last year. 
The earnings are making a better 
showing, due to the crop movement. 


Iron and Steel. 


The industries are very quiet, with 


a few exceptions. .'There is said to be 
a little more activity in iron and steel, 
but the past>month has seen further 
reductions bath in wages and prices. 
Under the latest ;wage scale adopted 
by the Jlnited States Steel Corpora- 
tion unskilled (labor on the basis of a 
teivhour da^ will receive $3 per day, 
which is 50i per cent, above the wage 
paid at the beginning of 1915, but 
about 46 per cent, below the wages 
paid o* February 1,1930, when labor- 
ers A were 'receiving $5.06 for a ten- 
hour day." The high rate was 153 per 
cent a^ove'the 1915 level.
